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“Surrender of Port Demanded Owing 

’ > to Presence There of Denekine's 
Warships and Troops—Advance on 
_ Teheran Not Expected. 


London, May 21.—Thirteen Bol- 
sheviki warships appeared off Enzeli 
and began to bombard the*town on 
‘the morning of May 19, says a Teher- 
an dispatch of that date to’ the 
London Times. A “parliamentaire,” 
who went in an open boat-to inquire 
their object, was fired upon, his 
white flag possibly escaping notice. 

A deputation in behalf of the 
Persian government, including a Brit- 
ish officer, proceeded in a larger 
launch to board the Bolsheviki flag- 
ship. The deputation was informed | 
that the Bolsheviki demanded the 
surrender of the port owing to the 
presence there of Denekine’s war- 
ships and troops. If it surrendered 
the Bolsheviki fleet had no further hos- 
tile intentions against the Persign 
government or the British garrison 
at Enzeli, and was ready to give .im- 
munity to the interned Russian volun- 
teers. The future of the port at En- 
zeli, it is stated, would be discussed 
between the Moscow Soviet and the 
British government. ; 

“IT understand,” says the Times cor. 
respondent, “that a reply is being 
sent to the effect that Persia is in- 
terning and disarming Denikine’s 
fleet and trops, carried out in the 
strictest manner her obligations of 
neutrality, and protests against a 
gratuitous attack. Nevertheless, if 
the Bolsheviki commander still con- 
templates danger from the interned 
< ships, the Persian government is 

prepared to discuss the matter amic- 

ably and to take such measure; as 

are necessary, té remove apprehen- 

sion, the armistice being respected,. 

pending the discussion. ; 

“Private reports from Baku’ des 

vals cribe several measures of repression 

there. It is said that an attempt to 

displace the Soviet government would 

be punished by hanging or imprison- 

ment of those implicated. Admirai 

Sergieff, lately commanding Dene- 

kine’s Caspian fleet, and other lead- 
ing Russians have been hanged.” 


GRAVITY OF SITNATION 
’ . MINIMIZED 


London, May 20.—In official circles 
today there was an inclination to 
a minimize the immediate gravity .of 
a ie the Near Eastern situation due to the 
a invasion of Persia by the Bolsheviki, 
but there was undisguised apprehen- 
sion lest a continuation of the Bolshe- 
viki successes in that region might 
ae prove that the activities of the Bol- 

*-  pheviki propagandists, known to be 
operating there for some months, had 
been more effective than was expect- 
ed. 
~ The Bolshevik forces landed at 
Enzeli are believed in official quar- 
ters not to exceed 10,000, which fact, 
it was considered, seemed to make 
any immediate extension of the op- 
erations contingent on the acquisi- 
tion of large numbets of recruits 
from the pro-Bolsheviki elements in 
the Trans-Caucasian republics. 

For this reason war office experts 
deemed it to’be unlikely that any ad- 
vance toward Teheran would be at- 
tempted, as the Persian capital is, 
more than 150 miles distant from 
Enzeli. 

It was stated that the British 
troops which would be available for 
_any operations against the Enzeli 
Bolsheviki forces consisted of a few 
thousand men now distributed among 
a, small and widely separated garrisons. 
The terms of the Anglo-Persian 
agreement, the war office informant 
« said, probably would lead the Persian 
ee Ee government to consult with the Brit- 
ish government before determining 
' the policy to pursue with reference to 
a the new aggression. :

OPPOSITION: DIVIDED ON 


TARIFF, SAYS MINISTER 


Debate on Budget Is Following Tra- 
ditional Lines,::and Will. Continue 
For Over a Week—Trend of Dis- 
cussion Favors Moderate Protec- 
tion. 


Ottawa, Ont., May 20.—Debate on 
the budget held the house during the 
afternoon and evening sittings of 
Wednesday and will be continued for 
another week or so. Mainly, it follow- 
ed traditional lines, with the custom- 
ary arguments on the respective mer- 
its of free trade and protection. Gen- 
the trend favored moderate 
protection, although. A. R. McMaster, 
Liberal member for Brome, thought 
the protective tariff an evil thing. 
“Protection,” he declared, “as a pol- 
icy for the country is dead. After the 
next election, it will be damned.” 

Mr. McMaster was highly critical 
of the budget proposals. Why had 
there been no attempt to tax war 
wealth? It was all very well to talk 
of taxing luxuries; but a $45 suit was 
not a luxury at present prices. The 
“black-coated proletariat” would be’ 
the worst hit. 


THE TAXABLE PORTIONS 

As McMaster was speaking on the 
luxuries tax, progress in the debate 
was interrupted by an amusing incli- 
dent. The point was whether luxury 
tax in the United States was paid on 
the whole purchase price (as in Cana- 
da) or on the price in excess of the 
exemption limit. 

Mr. McMaster claimed that the 
United States charged on the excess 
price. Warmly, Col. J. A. Currie dis- 
agreed. Immediately’ there were 
cries that Mr. McMaster was right. '

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SACRIFICE AND 
SAGRILEGE 


He was like a bunch of many men, 
who in the days of war caught the 
fever of sacrifice. Not that he need 
go himself; Oh, dear no, but of 
course his son must. In fact, he told 
him so, and practically pushed his 
son impetuously into the strife ere 
the lad could make up his own mind 
to go and join something in which he 
could serve better. The wife of this 
man was similar to many women, 
who, too, saw their swell lady friends 
‘giving up sons, and of course 
wanted to be in the swim of sacrifice. 
She had seen some of these lady 
friends drive their sons into the strife 
for the 
combat and the result had been the 
speedy end of valuable lives. How- 
ever, she had almost gone off her head 
with a sense of uselessness to a great 
cause, so when her husband approach- 
ed her with the fact that their son 
had got to go and quickly about it, 
she acquiesced ahd incidentally ‘has- 
tened the tragedy of sacrifice. 

So the poor, lad went and, like many 
others, was absolutely unfitted men- 
tally and physically for the task 
he was rushed into, and to niake; 
a short story shorter—he died—on the 
altar of sacrifice, slain by the impul- 
sive ambition of parents who might 
have waited until a work in the 
crisis could be discovered by these 
lads thmselves more compatible to 
their abilities. 

Unfortunately the story doesn’t end 
here. I wish it did, for the war is: 
over, and is but history, and only his- | 
tory I wish we could let it remain. 
But here is the continuation of the 
story of sacrifice and, alas, the nar- 
ration of it is an ending that speaks 
of sacrilege. For ever since this man 
and wife lost their lad, and I repeat; 
they are two of many such, they have 
been parading the story of their sac- 
rifice and attempting to make profit 
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The Aftermath of Action } 
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thereby. This I repeat is sacrilege. 
It were better that the sacrifice had 
been borne in silence for the truth is 
that all such men and women wanted 
to sacrifice a dear one, not so much 
for the good of a great cause, but 
that their own personal ambitions 
might be served, and such action per- 
tains of selfish aggrandisement which 
aggravates the guilt. Not a few are 
trading now upon what their dead 
sons did at the front. They have been 
talking about their sacrifices they 
made when these sons went and are 
still talking about it, and with the 
pernicious purpose of procuring cer- 
tain patronages. It is sacrilege. The 
truth is that these lads could tell an- 
other side to the sacrifice were they 
alive. They would speak of the piti- 
less push that prevailed on the part 
of those over zealous people who stay- 
ed at home to talk about their sacri- 
fices. They could tell of the racking 
of body, soul and spirit by unrelieved 
horrors of days and nights of struggle. 
They were more delicately constitut- 
ed than many ‘men and sickened and 
died, predisposed by..sheer inability 
to go on living any longer in such a 
world of men. Many of their souls 
were stricken before their bodies 
were. They were sensitively organ- 
ized fellows, lovers of the beautiful 
and they simply couldn’t live. They 
died from wounds of the soul rather 
than wounds of the body. Officially 
their deaths may be ascribed by the 
doctors as something else, but the 
real cause was beyond a_ doctor's 
diagnosis. And these all died on the 
altar of sacrifice offered up by many 
who were able to stay safe at home. 
It was these sons who went to war 
who made sacrifices,and not those 
fathers and mothers who stayed at 
home and who today do nothing but 
make vain boastful talk about sacri- 
fices. If much of the talk was in 
commiseration for such deaths it 
would be excusable, but we know, 
alas, only too well, that most of it 
is ‘used to procure personal favours 
and to “get” something. The thing is 
disgusting and becoming nauseating. 
It is treating sacrifice with sacrilege 
and sacrilege is not a pleasant word.

Dr. Michael Clark in the House of 
Commons paid a striking tribute to 
the work ‘of the Minister of the In- 
terior and the Chairman of the Sol- 
dier Settlement Board.

THE REAL TEST 
GF CHRISTIANITY 


(Contributed by H. F. Ball.) 


I think the time has come when we 
should cease to accept a man’s own 
word in regard to his Christianity. 
Why ever substitute a man’s own 
‘estimony for the:excellent test Jesus 
Himself supplied ‘us? By their fruits 
shall ye know them. When asking a 
doubtful man “Are you a Christian?” 
the minister may have in his ‘mind 
the idea of a conscious acceptance 
of Jesus Christ; but the man himself 
almost invariably things of Christian 
character and conduct, and often is 
too modest to seem very confident 
abut the matter. If I ask one of 
these men, a big man: (1) “Are you 
honest?” he would probably unhesi- 
tatingly reply, “I am.” (2) If, how- 
ever, I ask him, “Are you a gentle- 
man?” then, if he is a gentleman, and 
modest withal, he will probably more 
hesitatingly answer, “I hope so.” (3) 
If I ask him “Are you a good man?” 
then, if he is a good man, he will 
probably grow embarrassed and like- 
ly answer not at all. (4) If, however, 
I should ask, “Are you a Christian?” 
he grows still more embarrassed, and, 
probably because he is a_ Christian, 
either answers not at all or else “un- 
satisfactorily.” The first question is 
certainly a personal one; but the sec- 
ond is more personal, the third is 
still more so, and the fourth is 
most personal, vital and sacred _ of 
them all. That is why a good man is 
often more modest and reserved on 
this matter than any other question 
relating to his conduct. As we ascend 
in the category of moral values sug- 
gested by the first three questions, 
we are conscious of an increasing 
healthy disinclination to take a man’s 
own word; but usually, when we come 
to the fourth question, which sums 
up all these values of the soul, we 
very unnaturally reverse this order 
and expect the man to lay off his 
modesty at a moment when his own 
natural instincts tell him it is most 
needed. To ask a man “Are you a 
Christian?” is to ask him to sit in 
judgment upon himself, and for us to 


Neverthe- 
less, people of this type do need an 
awakening; but it is a spiritual and

, “front-slid"; neither are they correct- 
Is uesignated “lost,” “unsaved,” etc.; 
nor giving the best that Christianity 
requires. Yes, they need awakening. 
: They evidently need some such great 
spiritual impetus as “conversion” 
offers; but they are more than half 
the 
“lost” and “unregenerate” class, in 
spite of the preacher’s assurances to 
the contrary; hence “conversion” 
does not appeal to them, and_ they 
miss its mighty impetus. 

Suppose we recognise the Christian- 
ity of these men and treat them in 
their own class, and, instead of ap- 
pealing to them as unconverted per- 
sons, we assume their Christianity 
and appeal to them with all the fer- 
vour of a revival to publicly conse- 
crate themselves, pledging themselv- 
es by the grace of God to endeavor 
to live Christ-like lives. The em- 
phasis here is not on the “pledging,” | 


selves. After all, conversion is a 
sort of a pledge, and it is the pledge 
that is contained in cpnversion that, 
gives to it so much of its beneficial 
definiteness and impulse. In both

' High Cost of Railroading

At-swe annual meeting of the 
shareholders of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, held in Montreal, Mr. B. W. 
Beatty, President of the Company, 
stated that the annual report reflect- 
ed vividly the situation prevailing in 
respect of thi Increased cost of opera- 
tion, The gross earnings were the 
largest in the Company’s history, ex- 
ceeding thase of 1918 by $19,391,362, 
yet the net earnings were less by $1,- 
569,351. The large increase in work- 
ing expenses showing-a total increase 
since 1917 of $38,15%,706 is a strik- 
ing example of the éffect- of the in- 
creased cost of wages and material 
in spite of the Company's conserva- 
tive and economical administration. 

While it is gratifying that even 
with these exceptional costs the Com- 
‘pany had during the past two years 
earned fixed charges and usual divi- 
dends, nevertheless the relation be- 
tween earnings “and expenses must 
now receive most careful considera- 
tion. The upward trend in costs of 
the last two years has not been 
equalized by increases in the gross 
earnings and operating economies. 
The extent of the rate increases fixed 
by the Dominion Railway Commis- 
sion has not.equalled the increased 
costs recently forced on all Com- 
panies. Between 1914 and 1919 the 
working expenses of the Company 
had climbed from $87,388,000 to 
$144,000,000, an increase of 64 p.c. 
Within the same period the increases 
fn freight and passenger rates 
amounted In actual fact to 30 p.c, in 
freight rates and 10 p.c. in passen- 
ger rates. Thus during the past five 
years the percentage increase in 
operating expenses was double the 
percentage in tolls accorded to 
‘Railway Companies. eo 

Owing to the parity of conditions 
existing between the United States 
jand Canada, the Canadian roads dur- 
ling the war had to accept the high 
‘wage scales made effective under 
‘Government control of American 
roads and also to continue operating 
under similar tariff tolls. . These 
tariffs were entirely inadequate as 
Tresults in the United States clearly 
demonstrated. Recent legislation 
has assured American carriers of 
'rates which will return fixed per- 
centage on the value of the under- 
takings used in the public service. 
This will mean a reconsideration of, 
and increase in the rates now current 
in the United States. No doubt the 
necessity of rate adjustments will be 
given earnest consideration by the 
Government and the Dominion Rail- 
way Board. Such readjustment is 
amply warranted both on the ground 
of the value of service rendered by 
the carriers and the cost to them of 
performing such service. 

The rates in Canada should ne de- 
termined having regard to the cose 
ead value of services, and the legiti- 
mate needs of the railway companies. 
The properties of the Canadian Pact- 
fic are In excellent condition and at 
no ilme in its history has it been 
better equipped to perform its im- 
portant public eervices or to play its 
full part in the advancement of the 
transportation future of Canada.

FIFTY-ONE CARS SUGAR 
ON WAY TO CHICAGO 


Chicago, May 20.—Fifty-one freight 
cars loaded with 3,060,000 pounds of 
sugar are being sought in railroad 
yards here by federal agents, it be- 
came known today. It is said the

The value of any enterprise de- 
pends on the ability to progress and 
on the maintenance of high credit 
necessary to the development. Rail- 
Ways must be enabled to keep pace 
with the progress of the country, by 
expanding the facilities, constructing 
necessary new lines and supplying 
the public with adequate efficiency 
and comfort in service. The rail- 
way net earnings of the Company for 
1919 represent a return of-only four 
per cent. on the actual cash invest- 
ed in the railway itself, A nominal 
surplus of $844,249 has been placed 
in reserve to meet the special taxa- 
tion imposed by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment. The fixed charges and 
interest on the preference stock of 
the Company are low and the dividend 
of seven per cent payable on the com- 
mon stock from the railway earn- 
ings is moderate. Any corporation 
conducting so extensive an enter- 
prise must have reasonable sur- 
pluses. Yet the surplus after the 
deduction of the fixed charges and 
the dividends amounted to less than 
half of one per cent.‘of the gross 
earnings. Revenues, therefore, dur- 
ing the past two years’ were obvious- 
Ty inadequate. Rates should be es- 
tablished which represent a fair re- 
turn for the service rendered. Profits 
earned by a Company's efficiency and 
economy and by the character and 
extent of the equipment and facilf- 
ties, should not be confiscated, nor 
should the revenues accruing to one 
Company from service well perform- 
ed be taken to supplement the rev- 
enue of a competitor less successful. 
The theory that the rates be not 
increased, but that the deficits be 
met from general revenues of the 
Company is economically unsound 
and discriminating against the public 
in favor of those using raflway faci- 
lities. The pany’s equipment 
Trust Issue of $12,000,000 was secur- 
ed at highly favorable interest rates. 
The amendment to the Company's 
Charter permitting the increase of 
the number of the Directors from 
fifteen to eighteen is purely empow- 
ering. 

Immigration to Canada is antici- 
pated on a large scale, and while re- 
trenchment and financial conserva- 
tiam are wise, the Company's Ditec- 
tors have the same implicit faith in 
the future growth and the prosperity 
of the country as before, and the 
same confidence in the Company's 
ability to play an important part in 
its development and prosperity.

At Patriotic Gathering of 
the Schools 


The formal celebration: of Victoria 
Day in connection with the Red Deer 
Public and High Schools came off in 
the Armouries on Wednesday after- 
noon under the auspices of Sir Chris- 
topher Cradock Chapter of the Imper- 
jal Order of the Daughters of the Em- 
pire. There was a large turnout of 
scholars, eachers, and parents, or 
rather, of the women folk, for the men 
were rather conspicuous by their ab~ 
sence. The music, speaking, judge's 
report, and essay, made up an excel- 
lent and well balanced programme. 

Mayor Lord presided: in | felicitous 
style and with apt comments, support- 
ed by Mrs. Greig, regent; Mrs, Gamble, 
vice-regent; and Mrs. Thorne, Mrs. 
Howlett, Mrs. Pamley, officers of the 
Chapter. Rev. A. C. Collier gave the 
judge’s report and read the first prize 
essay. Mrs. Greig presented the 
awards as follows:—

The Special Singing 

The music was o most special and 
attractive feature of the afternoon pro- 
gramme. Miss Marion Michener had 
to respond to a well.merited encore in 
her piano solo. The chorus singing of 
the massed schools in “O Canada” and 
“God Save the King” was the finest 
rendering of these patriotic songs ever 
heard in Red Deer, the time being very 
even, the enuniciation sweet, clear, 
strong, and not overstrained, combin- 
ing to produce splendid effects. In the 
Lullaby two-part song by a group of 
Grade 9 girls, the melody was beauti- 
fully carried, while the time, attack, 
and enuniciation left nothing to be de- 
sired. This song, as well as O Canada, 
was unaccompanied, and the pitch of 
the last note was as true as that of the 
first. The singing was most creditable 
to the pupils and to Mrs. Dawe. 


Patriotic Speeches 


Mr. Payne and Mr. Snell gave patrio- 
tic ten-minute addresses. Mr. Payne 
spoke of the good Queen Victoria whose 
reign—1837-1901—united the British 
Empire as at no previous period in its 
history. Kindly, considerate, sacrific- 
ing herself for her people, ruling with 
great wisdom, handing down to _ her 
successors on the throne outstanding 
qualities, she was a notable figure in 
the world’s history. They might not 
all agree about royalty but, from his 
viewpoint, the throne was the key- 
stone of the British Empire in its de- 
tachment from party and religious 
strife, in its permanency and character. 
To the character of the later British 
sovereigns they largely owed the de- 
mocracy and education they enjoyed 
today. From the reverence they bore 
Queen Victoria, ‘Mr. Payne drew a fit- 
ting lesson of respect and obedience to 
teachers. Mr. Snell dwelt on the pro- 
mise of Canada, the finest domain in 
the British Empire; on the debt they 
owed to the fathers who had laid the 
foundations of their great country: on 
the advantages of union among the 
British countries, as shown in the 
Great war, whose sacrifice protected 
them in safety. He urged the boys and 
girls to make Red Deer-a good town. 
Making Red Deer a good town would 
help to make the province better, mak- 
ing ‘the Province better would help the 
Dominion, and then the Empire. They 
had greater opportunities before them 
today than at any stage in the world's 
history. Mr. Snell concluded with. a 
fine tribute to the influence of women 
in forming the moral character of the 
nation. 

Judging the Essays 

Rev. A. C. Collier, who judged the 
twenty essays from Grades 9 and 10, 
entered in the competition for the 
medals, gave a most helpful review of 
the main essays, and the points to be 
sought in essay writing. The pupils 
were not limited in choice of any pat- 
riotic subject. Mr. Collier could not 
find a single weak writing in the whole 
twenty: all were good and of a high 
order of merit: two in each Grade 
were exceptionally good. The two main 
principles, he considered, were style 
and material. Under style came the 
principal factor, viz., organization of 
ideas, how the essay was worked up, 
how the structure was built from the 
lramework. Correct grammatical con- 
struction, correct spelling, writing, 
heatness, came under this head. The 
second principle was the material—its 
fitness, its wealth, its comprehensive- 
ness, It was on this latter ground that 
he gave the winner the choice in 
the first two Grade 9 essays. Mr. Col- 
lier considered the essays showed that 
the boys and girls had been well 
grounded in English composition. : 

After a programme of an hour-and-a 
quarter, the gathering broke’ up at 4 
o'clock with God Save the King.

PRIZEESSAYON 
- LORD KITCHENER 


The following is the prize essay 
carrying off the silver medal given 
by the I.0.D.E.,:and written by Miss 
Elsie English, of Grade VUI in the 
Public School. The essay was read 
at the Armouries on Wednesday last. 
Charles Michener received special 
mention for his paper, which was also 
very good. 


LORD KITCHENER 


Horatio Herbert Kitchener was 
born in County Keryn, Ireland, in 
1850. When he graduated he received 
a commission in the Royal Engineers, 
but when he was 21 years old he at- 
tached himself to the French army in 
the Franco-Prussian war. He had 
been in the service only a short time 
when he contracted pneumonia dur- 
ing a balloom flight, and had such a 
serious illness that he had to give up 
further services for France. 

In 1874, young Kitchener was sent 
to Cyprus to organize a system of 
courts, @ work in which he had dis- 
played administrative ability and tact. 

Hearing that the Egyptian army 
was being organized by Sir Evelyn 
Wood, young Kitchener saw his op- 
portunity and lost no time in offering 
his services. The military authori- 
ties recognized such a native charac- 
ter, and put him in the Intefligence 
Department. In 1886, he became 
governor of the Red Sea Territories, 
and set in motion a number of raids 
on the notorious Osman Digna, the 
Dervish leader. 

By this time, much was heard in 
England of Kitchener's work in Egypt 
and ‘when he returned home for a 
short rest he was received with honor 
by Queen Victoria. On going back 
to Egypt he was appointed comman- 
der of the Egyptian army. 

The fight at Omdurman, Sept. 2, 
1898, was the greatest battle of Kit- 
chener’s time in Egypt. Osman 
Digna faced him with 50,000 Mahdists, 
while he had but 20,000 men. When 
the battle was ended, 11,000 of the 
Mahdists had been killed, 16,000 
wounded, ,and 4,000 taken prisoners, 


-while the English and Egyptian loss 


altogether was under 500 men. For 
his triumphs in the Sudan he was 
raised to the peerage as Baron Kitch- 
ener of Khartoum, .and received 


‘thanks from Parliament and a grant 
of $150,000.‘ Shortly - afterwards, he, 


was promoted lieutenant-general and 
then chief of staff to Lord Roberts in 
the South African war, and when 
Lord Roberts returned to England in 
‘November, 1900, succeeded him as 
Commander-in-chief in that field. 
Kitchener stopped the Boer raid and 
virtually ended the war in South 
Africa by constructing a 3,500 mile 
chain of blockhouses. 

Immediately after the peace, Gen- 
éral Kitchener went to India us Com- 
mander-in-chief of the British forces 
there, and this position he held for 
seven years. 

In 1909, on leaving India he was 
promoted Field Marshal and appoin- 
ted Commander-in-chief, and High 
Commissioner in the Mediterranean, 
and later on took a tour, of ins»yection 
of the forces of the entire Empire. 
He then returned to Egypt and led in 
the economical development of the 
country, building new roads and ®%irri- 
gation projects, on a larger scale. In 
1910, heepaid a brief visit to the 
United States during a trip around 
the world. At that time it came - vt 
in the New York papers that the 
great Kitchener was a “woman hater.” 
He took occasion to deny this, and 
said the only reason he had never 
married was because he believed a 
man could not be a good soldier and 
a good husband at the same time. 

Lord Kitchener happened to be in 
England on one of the comparatively 
rare visits that he had paid to Lon- 
don during his long career abroad, 
when the European war broke out. 
He had just returned from service in 
Egypt as British agent, and had ac- 
cepted an earldom from King George 
and was about to be made viceroy of 
India, - 

On being appointed secretary for 
the war, Kitchener immediately took 
full charge at the war office, where 
he worked day and night to overcome 
the handicap which the central pow- 
ers had over England in matter of 
fighting strength. 

After dispatching a hundred thous 
and regulars to France and Belgium 
to help check the onrushing Germans, 
the war secretary began recruiting, 
and organizing his army of millions. 
Within a year Premier Asquith’ offi- 
clally announced in parliament that 
about 3,000,000 men had enlisted in 
the United Kingdom alone, and _al- 
most another million in the overseas 
dominions. :

Correspondence was read from _ the 
Department of Municipal Affairs re 
levy of Wild Lands Tax, and Supple- 
mentary Revenue taxes. Also from M. 
D. of Crown, No. 339, re appointing a 
delegate from the Council to meet 
others in Lacombe on June 2 for the 
purpose of discussing the advisability 
of establishing a Municipal Hospital in 
Lacombe, On motion of Palm, the 
secretary was appointed to represent 
this Council. J. E. Lundberg, dissent- 
ing, held that a hospital at Lacombe 

| would be of no use to the people living 
west of the Medicine hills. 

The tax rate for the year was set at 
ten cents per acre, and the Council will 
this year enforce the cash taxes.
